FLTRTH OF JULY LETTER TO LIKCOLN.

On tle 4th of July I sent the followicg to the Pres—
ident :
HEADQUARTERS ARMY OF THE PoOTOMAC,
Harrison’s Bar, James River,
July 4, 1863.
To the President : —

I have the booor to acknowledge the receipt of jour
dispatch of the 2d inst.

I shall make a stacd aé this place, anC enceavor to
give my men the repose they so much reqnire.

After sending my commuopication on Tuesday the
epemy attacked toe left of our lines, and 1 fierce battle
eneutd, lasting until night. 'I'bey were repulsed with
great slanghter.

Had their attack succeeded the conscquences would
bave been disastrous in the extreme. 7This closed the
bard fighting which bad continued from the afiernoon
of the 26th ult., in a «luily series of engagements whol-
ly uoparalled on this continent for determination and
slsughter on both sides.

‘I'he mutual loss in kill:d and wounded iz enormous
—that of the enemy cer.ainly greatest. On Tuesday
moruing, the lst, cur army commenced “i's movement
from Haxall’s to this point, our line of defence there
being too extended to he msintained by our weakened
forces. Our train was immense, and about 4 P. M.,
on the 24, a heavy storm of rain began, which con-
ucucd duriLg ihe entire day and until the forescon ef
yesterday.

The roads became horrible. Troops, artillery, and
wag 'ne, moved on stcadily, and our whole army, men
and material, was fipally brought salely into camp.—
I'he last of the wagons reached bete at nocn yesterday
The exhaustion was very great, but the army preserved
its morale, and would have repelled any attack which
the enemy was in & condition to make.

We now occapy & line of heights about two miles
from the James, 8 plain extending™ from there to the
river. Qur front is about three miles long. ‘Thesc
heights command our whole position, and must be
meintained. The guoboats can reader valuable sup-
port upon both Bapks. If the epemy attack uns in
front we must hold cur ground as we best may, and st
whatever cost.

Qur position can be carried only by overwheiming
vumbers. Thbe spirit of the army is excelient; straggicrs
are finding their regiments, and the soldiers extibet the
beat results ¢i discipline. Oar pogition i8 by no means
impregnable, especially a8 a morass extends on this side
of the high ground from our centre to the James on
our right. I'he enemy may attack iu vast muwber, snd
if o our front will be the sc:ce of a deeperate battle,
which, if lost, will be decisive. Our army is fearfully
weakened by killed, woanded acd prisoers. I cannct
now approximate in vny statement of cur losses, but we
were not bea‘en ia any conflict. ]

The enemy were unable by any cforts to drive us
from the field. Never did such a cbange of base juvolv-
ing a retrograde m.vement and under incessant attacks
frcm a most Getermined and vastly more numerouas foe
partake so little of disorder. We have loet no gunsex-
cept twenty-five on the field of battle, which were lost
by the giviog away of McCall’s division, under the on-
set of snp rior numbers. .

Qar communications by the Jamea river are not se-
oare. There are points where the encmy can estabiish
themséves with casnon or mosketry, aud ¢ommand he
river aud where it is not certain that oug gunboats can
drive them out. In casu of this, or in case our front is
brokeo, I will still make every efiort to preserve at
least the personnel of the srmy, and the events of the
last few days leave no question that the troops will do
all that their conntry can ask.

I'be London Times pablishes an extract from a letter
of u British officer at Charleston, dated the 16th of
November, a8 lollows :

I went yesicrday evesing the 15th to Fort Samter.
It was a most in‘eresting expedition. The Federals
use & wost powerful calcium light at Battery Gregg,
with which they illuminate Sumter to such a degree
that it is impossible for steamers to go up to t.e wharf
at night, as they used to do, and we had to land in row
boats. They were shelling very rapidly, and it became
moet exciting when we neared the fort, especially when
we came into the glare of the calcium light and they
could see us. No accident befell us, however, as we
went in, and once inside the place, and in the boomb-
proofs, we were perfectly safe. Tha last bombardment
has not injured them 1o the slightest degree ; indeed,
they are, if anything, really stronger than before, from
the amount of the debris knoeked down upon them.

Major Elliott, the commandant, was kind enough to

take me out into the parapet, to show me the effects of
the bombardment, a courtesy, by the by, which, con-
g'dering the lively way in which shells were flyibg about
us, was indicative of very genuine politeness.
“ We bad not been balt a minute in the area when
one of the lookouts got his jaw broken with a bit of
shell, and we bardly got back when another poor fellow
was brought in with twe-thirds of his head knocked
offl. Under the circumstances, we did not stay leng ;
still, I bad time enough to take a good look around and
see all I wished. The place is undoubtedly very much
injuted ; indeed, it is bardly possible to do the walls
any forther damage. The sea front is almost entirely
knocked into the sea, and you can now walk up from
the area to the top of the walls, once faced the sea.—
The wall which they battered =0 in August is now the
best one left ; it retains pretty well its original height.
“ It-is the part of the building which originally con-
tained the officers’ quarters, and was mede pretty solid
between April and August, by filling up every vacuam
with sand. The side towards the city bas also, com-
paratively suffered little. The casualties in the fort are
seldom heavy and arise from the men exposing them-
selves carelessly. The sentinels, most of whom bave
to be posted at night, bave mostly a shelter into which
they can dodge when they see a shell coming. On our
retarn frow the fort we were again pelted with all kinds
of missiles, even with grape this time, and one of car
boatmen got bit in the bhand, and another in the back,
though very slightly.”
